for example are at the same time autonomous and nonaes- 
thetic (or that function for all phenomena that are non- 
autonomous--whether they are at the same time aesthetic 
or nonaesthetic)--are there not periods in the history 
of art in which the givens-laws-inevitabilities accord- 
ing to which the artworks brought into existence by those 
who are interested in and capable of doing so tend to 

be more or less identical to the givens-laws-inevitabil- 
ities of empirical reality/nature? (3) that the givens- 
laws-inevitabilities that function in worlds that are 

at the same time autonomous and aesthetic are ipso facto 
different from the givens-laws-inevitabilities that func- 
tion within worlds that for example are at the same time 
autonomous and nonaesthetic (or that function for all 
phenomena that are nonautonomous--whether they are at 
the same time aesthetic or nonaesthetic)--are there not 
periods in the history of art in which the givens-laws- 
inevitabilities according to which the artworks brought 
into existence by those who are interested in and capable 
of doing so tend to be more or less unlike the givens- 
laws-inevitabilities of empirical reality/nature?--but 
it does mean for example that all questions of possibil- 
ity and impossibility, probability and improbability, 
morality and immorality, propriety and impropriety, cor- 
rectness and incorectness, normality and abnormality, 
naturalness and unnaturalness for example within a world 
that is at the same time autonomous and aesthetic can 
only be discussed/can only be answered in terms of the 
givens-laws-inevitabilities of that self-contained and 
self-governing world. To affirm that all phenomena that 
are autonomous (whether they are at the same time aes- 
thetic or not) can only be considered according to the 
givens-laws-inevitabilities that are operative therein 
does not certainly mean that when one considers for ex- 
ample a given phenomenon that is at the same time au- 
tonomous and aesthetic and the givens-laws-inevitabil- 
ities that are operative therein that one forgets the 
givens-laws-inevitabilities that are operative within 
all other worlds that are autonomous (whether they are 
at the same time aesthetic or not) or that function for 
all phenomena that are nonautonomous (whether they are 
at the same time aesthetic or not) certainly not--in 
contemplating the givens-laws-inevitabilities that are 
operative in Oedipus at Colonus of Sophocles for example 
the conscious analytical spectator does not forget the 
givens-laws-inevitabilities that are operative at his or 
her spatial and temporal coordinates in the world/in 
that landscape from which he or she is inseparable.
